Berlin sces in the ultimate enactment of 
the measure the opening of U.S. resources to 
the Allies #0 long as they are able to pay for 
them, Fortunately the sums already lodged in 
JAmerica are substantial, and with the various 
factories proceeding with the fuliliment of thelr 
contracts, a considerable volume of war supplies 
should be available for shipment to Burope im= 
mediately the Bill becomes law.

THE GERMAN OUTLOOK 
Oct, 25. 

Of the many interesting estimates of the 
length of time Herr Hitler can hold out 
‘against the economic blockade of the Allies, 
probably the most important one is contained 
in an American survey of Germany's position 
which it is claimed is authoritative. One 
American writer comes {o the conclusion that 
Herr Hitler cannot continue to fight for more 
than a year if he is hard pressed, and forced 
to use up his materials quickly; he might 
last two if his adversaries are content merely 
to maintain the blockade, and let him waste 
his strength slowly; and he might be able 
to last for three years if he can obtain those 
supplies from Russia, Rumania and Sweden 
in increased quantities, which seems, in view 
of all that has transpired recently, to be ex- 
tremely unlikely. It is unwise to’ endeavour 
from such an estimate to guess how long the 
war will last, but it is reasonable to suppose 
that, unless a very drastic change comes over 
the ‘situation, Herr Iitler’s threat to carry 
‘on the war for ten years, if necessary, w 
nothing but an empty piece of bombast. In 
attempting to assess the amount of war 
materials, and food which have been ac- 
cumulated by Germany, it must be remem 
bered that the ordinary’ dow of trade during 
pence times permits of no great degree of 
secreey, and it is possible within compara- 

















tively accurate limits to ascertain what Ger- 
many has purchased abroad over a number 
of years, and with a lesser degree of cer- 
fainty to arrive at some estimate of the 
amount of such goods which have already 
bbeen consumed. Roughly the situation was 
at the commencement of hostilities that Herr 
Hitler had a surplus of coal, potash, and beet 
sugar, a sullicieney of potatoes, and compared 
with peace time needs, which are greatly in- 
creased in times of war, deficiencies in oil, 
rubber, timber, iron, and wheat, with a com- 
plete lack of copper, cotton, wool, certai 
essential metals, and tobacco. The signifi 
ccance of all this is greatly enhanced when it 
is remembered that by reason of the attempt 
during the last two years to establish com= 
plete autarchy the German people, from the 
point of view of food, have been passing 
through the dress rehearsal to misery, and 
there can be no question about it’ that 
malnutrition cannot harden the human con- 
stitution against inereasing hunger. 

‘Studying the list of deficiencies, it may be 
pointed out that, with regard to oil, synthetic 
production from coal will supply’ one-third 
of Herr Hitler's normal peace requirements. 
Germany's own output of natural oil is 
small in the extreme. Much has been ob- 
tained from Rumania, but production in that 
country is declining and much of it control- 
ed by Allied interests. It has already been 
pointed out that any German attempt to 
seize the Rumanian oilfields would lead to 
their immediate destruction, so it is not likely 
that Herr Hitler would endeavour to enforce 
production by any hostile action which would 
Head to his being deprived of the supplies 
he is already receiving. ‘There is still Rus- 
sia to be looked to, but her demands upon 
her own supplies are increasing, and there is 
very little chance of Herr Hitler being able 
to increase his supplies from that source. In 
connection with iron, Herr Hitler's position 
is not quite so unfavourable. German mines 
supply about one-quarter of the country's 
needs, that proportion will probably be 
raised to about 35 per cent. when Marshal 
Goerings iron works, dealing with low grade 
fore, are fully in operation. For the rest 
Germany must depend upon Sweden, and 
short of successful Allied naval action it 
would seem that this source of supply will 
remain open to him. Coal production is 
‘about twenty-five per cent. above normal re~ 
quirements. In nickel, tin, and manganese 
Herr Hitler has only the stores he has ac- 
cumulated, all further supplies being cut off 
by Allied ‘action, ‘The production of synthe- 
tic rubber last year was under 40,000 tons. 
‘The remainder, some 180,000 tons had to be 
imported, and ‘the advent of war definitely 
cuts off supply. In timber, despite the forest 
acquisitions in Austria, Bohemia, and now 
Poland, Herr Hier is’ not completely self 
sullicient, though here again he may be able 
to bring supplies up to the required level by 
importations from Sweden. Food has been 
stored up, but the process has been hindered 
by the shortage of agricultural labour, which 
may now be remedied by the use of Polish 
war prisoners. Self-sufliciency, however, is 
only about 83 per cont. This year's harvests 
‘are in and there appear to be fair supplies 
of grain and meat at any rate for the coming 
winter. ‘The institution of the rationing 
system before the war started clearly in- 
dicates Herr Hitler’s uneasiness on the score 
of food. ‘The fat shortage is acute, and the 
people will have to do without coffee and 
tobacco, ersatz products being used to fill 
the bill; 

It has already been pointed out in these 
columns that the economic assistance forth- 
‘coming from Russia will for some consid 
‘able time have no very appreciable effect in 
relieving Germany's needs. Russia at the 
moment cannot spare the raw materials 
which Herr Hitler needs, while at the same 
time Germany's industry’ is in no position to 
supply the xoods in exchange for whieh those 
raw materials, if they could be, would be 
obtained. Russia has plenty of timber, but 
cannot yet eut enough to fll her own necds. 
Oil, fron ore, manganese and grain cannot 
yet’ be spared because production does not 
‘HN Russia's own requirements, while the 
German inability to provide industrial yoods 
for barter cannot be remedied by payment 
in currency. Germany has very little ex- 
change. Russia has already large quantities 
of blocked marks piled up in Berlin in con- 
nection with her last trade agreement with 

‘They cannot be liquidated until 

's industry can turn out goods which 
Russia needs, and (o all intents and purposes 
‘those funds are locked up until the advent 
fof peace makes a reorientation of Germany's 
industrial policy a possibility. The experi- 
ences of the Jast war amply proved that any 
attempt to estimate a time limit for the war 
from these data will in all probability turn 
out to be fallacious. No. attempt is being 
made to do so here, though it is argued that 
upon any review ‘of Germany's economic 
position it is clearly demonstrated that she 
has entered this present war in an infinitely 
worse state of preparedness than she em- 
barked upon the last. It is yet to be shown 
that any of Herr Hitler's military or political 
chievements can do much to improve the 
situation In the near future, while even Ger- 
man experts are reported to realize that one 
ff the first steps necessary to make whatever 
ss, which may eventually come from 
Russia, available will be the remodelling of 
transport facilities between Germany and

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THE OLD REFRAIN 
Oct, 26. 
Herr von Ribbentrop’s speech at Danzig 
followed along the usual lines with which the 
world has become all too familiar. While it 
may serve to mislead the German people, it 
will not do so to the world at large, for the 
actions of Herr Hitler's government speak for 
themselves so loudly that not all the elo- 
quence of himself, and his followers can hope 
fo drown them. ‘The truth is to be found 
the facts as they can be perceived by the 
‘world at large and not in their presentation 
by the speakers for the Reich. It is as well 
to remember a phrase from a speech by Herr 
Hitler on February 10, 1933, when consider- 
ing such ufterances as this latest one of Herr 
von Ribbentrop at Danzig. Then Der Fuchrer 
said “The first and best point of the Govern- 
‘ment’s programme is that we won't lie and 
‘we won't swindle.” Herr von Ribbentrop has 
clearly demonstrated that the permanence of 
standards of truth, and honesty in Nazi eyes 
is just as variable as the sanctity which they 
attach to treaties, and other obligations. As 
@ prelude to the declaration that Germany 
‘would wage war in Europe until every 
attempt against German security is definitely 
abated,—the old, old trick of endeavouring to 
pose as the injured innocent, with the blood 
‘of Poland dripping from Nazi hands,—Herr 
von Ribbentrop sought to make the point that 
Britain was the arch enemy of the Reich, 
‘alleged that the best possible relations pre- 
vailed between Germany, Soviet Russia and 
the United States, accused Mr. Neville Cham- 
berlain of having broken his own word when 
‘sonic months ago, after having affixed his 
ature to the Munich agreement, he de- 
clared war on Germany. The Munich Pact 
‘was based upon the declaration of Herr Hitler 
that he had no further territorial ambitions 
in Europe. ‘That he quickly proved to be a 
deliberate untruth, by the dismemberment of 
Czechoslovakia, and, Jater, the invasion of 
Poland. He was warned time and time again 
that forcible entry into Poland would mean 
that Germany would be at war with Great 
Britain, and France. Despite those warnings, 
and because Herr von Ribbentrop continually. 
advised his leader that the Allies would not 
‘ight, Herr Hitler chose to invade Poland, and 
himself brought upon Europe the present 
conflict. 

Herr von Ribbentrop's declaration, that 
Germany was on the best terms with the 
United ‘States and Soviet Russia, reads 
strangely. President Roosevelt has probably 
somewhat different ideas concerning the re~ 
Tations of his Government with the Reich, 
‘and if Herr von Ribbentrop finds them satis- 
factory the most that can be said is that he 
is very casily pleascd. On the subject of 
Russia the speaker waxed enthusiast, 
have understood,” he said, “that every con 
dition exists for the development of a strong 
friendship between Germany and Russia, 
Both countries complete themselves economi- 
cally, and exchanges of goods between them 
can only increase as time gocs by. Both 
‘countries will respect the individual ideologies. 
The treaty of non-aggression, and friendship, 
which we signed with Moscow, has gained 
the approval of the German masses.” ‘The 
world has read what Herr Hitler has’ had to 
write about Russia in “Mein Kampf" and to 
recall extracts from some of his speeches on 
the same subject is to show how completely 
old prineiples have been thrown overboard. 

“We see in Bolshevism a bestial doctrine 
which is a threat to us...

Herr von Ribbentrop studiously refrained 
from attacking France. That country is held 
up as having been forced reluctantly into 
ir by the perfidious British, and the same 
lold wheeze of endeavouring to drive a wed 
between the Allies is again resorted to. 1 
will fail as lamentably now as it has in the 
ast. ‘The community of interest between the 





























two demceracies has been strengthened by 
“ecent German actions, and th Reich Govern- 
-nent, standing as it does con 

Sankrupt, has nothing to offer France whic 
sould be accepted with any degrce of trust. 
‘On one point it is possible to agree with Herr 
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von Ribbentrop. During the past year Great 
Britain did hasten her programme of rearma~ 
ment. ‘The duplicity and treachery displayed 
by Herr Hitler made it apparent to the British 
Government that all his promises of peace, 
his statement on January 30 of this year in 
Berlin “Only warmongers think there will be 
war. T think there will be a long period of 
peace,” and others like it did not represent 
the truth. ‘That was proved by his sub; 
sequent conduct, and if Mr. Chamberlain had 
allowed himself’ to have been duped by such 
utterances, after the betrayal of Munich, he 
‘would have been completely unworthy of the 
tnist which is placed in him by the British 
people. Herr Hitler knew that war was to 
come. Had prepared for it, and ultimately 
chose it. Tt is when such remarks as have 
been quoted above aire remembered it be~ 
comes plain why Herr von Ribbentrop was 
chosen to make this speech at Danzig, Had 
Herr Hitler spoken in similar terms to those 
of his Foreign Minister, the world would 
have been afforded the remarkable sight of 
dictator publicly recanting his former political 
doctrines. As it is this latest speech contains 
nothing of importance one way or the other. 
For home consumption by people, who are 
prevented by their government from obtain- 
ing access to that information with which the 
rest of the world has been freely supplied, it 
may prove for the time being satisfactory 
hearing. Outside Germany it will be accepted 
for what it is worth, and that is not very 
much. Addressed to peoples who are not 
denied the liberty of the Press, who are not 
merely presented with a one-sided view of 
the whole matter, Herr von Ribbentrop's 
speech cannot succeed in removing conviction 
of German guilt for this war. 




















MORE PROPAGANDA 
Oct, 27. 

Jt will not be at all surprising if the mes- 
sage carried by Havas from Zurich purport= 
ing to report what occurred at Herr Hitler's 
conference with the Nazi District Leaders 
proves to be correct, for in some respects it 
‘would scem to pe, from a German point of 
view, the logical development arising from 
recent frustrations. It is reported that the 
scheme is to launch an intensive propaganda 
campaign ayainst Great Britain on a larger 
seale than ever before, and, in the near 
future, a great offensive of words, printed as 
well as oral, is to be concentrated upon the 
country which Herr Hitler once professed to 
admire and respect so much, even to love. 
‘The rejection of the spurious friendship which 
Der Fuchrer offered has aroused a fury 
greater than that of a woman seorned, and 
if much of an impression cannot be made 
upon Great Britain by the submarine, and 
the aeroplane, then it must be seen ‘what 
words can do. Obviously such a campaign 
has no particular terrors for the British, who 
are confident of the justice of thelr ‘cause 
‘and the iniquity of those German leaders 
who have rushed their country into another 
disastrous war. That, in all probability, ix 
recognized by Herr Hitler, and the scheme 
may be adopted not so much to annoy Great 
Britain, as to stir up some sort of enthusiasm 
in Germany for this war, which observers 
have claimed up to the present simply docs 
not exist amongst the German people. In 
other words Herr Hitler has got his. people 
into a catastrophic struggle, and every effort 
has now fo be made to get them to like it 
‘The old hymn of hate is to be revived, and 
sung. wjth even greater vehemence, and the 
people, who were assured that they would 
never be involved in a war with the Allies, 























and that the conquest of Poland would see 
the 


cessation of hostilities, are to be whipped 
a tempest of hate which might help ths 
the heavy burde 











necks. It may prove rather 
than would appear on the surface. 
hhas been brought to a realization that it 
involved in a war which it was assured 
would never occur.

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Hitler will be drawing from his own record 
to inspire the Gauleiters in their work of 
encouraging the war spirit amongst the Ger- 
mans, for his regard for treaties, internation 
al law, good faith and honesty’ is most de- 
cidedly a minus quantity, He has admitted 
it himself, and shown it-by his acts, And 
he now has to face the task of convincing 
“the big, stupid sheep-flock of our mutton= 
headedly patient people,” to quote his own 
words, that”he has been betrayed inhi 
efforts for peace by “the hereditary enemy, 
Great Britain, He will need first of all fo 
withdraw “Mein Kampf" from circulation, 
and have it very considerably revised, if this 
new campaign of propaganda is to make 
very much headway for no such sentiments 
as those which he wishes now to propagate 
are to be found in that most illuminating 
work, 

‘The whole fact of the matter is that, since 
Great Britain, and France declared war upon 
Germany, Herr Hitler has floundered from 
one policy to another, haunted by the con- 
vietions he held in the past, and which he 
has now, for momentary advantage, 
abandoned’: doubting, despite his former 
supreme self-confidence, the wisdom of a 
purely opportunist policy, which is leading 
to the repudiation of most of his emphatic 
statements of the past. But there is an added. 
significance to this suggestion of an intensive 
Propaganda campaign. Its necessity’ is 
dictated as much by the internal state of 
Germany as it is by the present needs of 
war. A nation thrown into warfare on 
rations no better than those which Germany 
had near the termination of the last war, 
have to be convinced of a lot more than the 
alleged righteousness of Herr Hitler's cause. 
‘They have to be convinced that defeat will 
lead to a greater enslavement than that which 
they at present suffer. It is completely un- 
true that the Allies have any such intention, 
for their one aim is to relieve Europe and 
the German people themselves of the evil 
incubus which has continually threatened the 
Peace, and security of the nations. Con- 
sequently in self-defence, in order to ward 
off the evil day of reckoning as far as pos- 
sible, Herr Hitler and his satellites have to 
embark on an unrestricted propaganda cam- 
paign. A great deal of what Dr, Goebbels 
has issued for foreign consumption has done 
little but cause amusement. ‘The case of the 
‘Athenia is an example of the futile lengths 
to which a perverted imagination will go. 
‘The claims to have sunk various important 
British war vessels is another. ‘They delude 
but few abroad, and are obviously designed 
for the purpose of putting some heart in a 
people who have been led to expect con- 
tinual success under the leadership of Der 
Fuehrer, So, along with the expected cam~ 
paign of vituperation, there may be expected 
untruthful accounts’ of spurious successes, 
for the German people have not only to be 
stimulated in their hate, but inspired with 
tales suggesting that ultimate victory must 
rest with them. Only thus ean the Nazi 
leaders hope indefinitely to retain the sup- 
port of their people. ‘They may succeed in 
staving off the fatal day when the nation 
‘will realize the facts, but that will only make 
the reckoning all ‘the more dreadful for 
them. 











THREAT TO BRITAIN? 
Oct. 28. 


‘The report that Germany is massing troops 
from the Ems to the mouth of the Elbe is 
being interpreted as indicating the possibility 
of a descent upon Holland for the purpose 
of occupying positions on the coast opposite 
England, whence an invasion of that country 
‘might be attempted. In this connection it is 
interesting to recall a similar scheme which 
the French Republic conceived in 1801, and 
which Napoleon revived in 1803, and main 
tained asa menacing possibility until August 
1805. ‘The assembly of flat-bottomed boats 
at Boulogne in 1801 and the contemplated 
invasion, even though Nelson tried unsuecess~ 
fully to' destroy the craft, was regarded at 
the time as more of a threat made for di- 
plomatie purposes than as an actual military 
menace. ‘The uneasy two years which fol- 
lowed the signing of the armistice in London’ 
‘on October 1, 1802 and the subsequent Peace 
of Amiens, ended on May 18, 1803, and for 
the next two years and two months Napoleon 
made most determined attempts to throw an 
invading army across the Channel to land 
somewhere on the English const between 
Dover and Hastings. ‘The scheme was 
founded on the republican Boulogne flotilla. 
‘The Republic had collected 240 vessels and 
with these as a nucleus Napoleon com- 
menced to build up a flect of no fewer than 
2400 such boats, consisting of prames, ship 
rigged of 35 metres long and eight metres 
beam, carrying twelve guns, chaloupes ca. 
noniéres 24 metres long and five wide carrying 
five guns and brig-rigged, bateaus cannowiers 
of 19 metres long, 1.56 wide and carrying two 
guns, and, finally, mere boats. All were 
built’ to be rowed, were flat-bottomed; with 
shallow draft capable of navigating near the 
shore, and of being grounded without harm. 
‘The shallow waters of the French coast made 
it impossible for the British line-of-battle 
ships and even large frigates to press an at- 
tack home on them, while they were able 
to beat off smaller vessels, with the result 
that the concentration at Boulogne was 
“effected, and 130,000 men kept in readiness, 














and thoroughly drilled in embarking and 
disembarking quickly. 

‘The idea was that this flotilla could push 
across the Channel during a éalm, but ex- 
Perience showed that, when the needful al- 
lowance was made for the time to bring them 
out of the harbour (two tides) and for the 
influence which the Channel currents would 
have upon their speed, it was extremely rash 
to rely upon a -calm of sufficient length. 
Napoleon then sought to concentrate his fleet 
in the Channel in an endeavour to secure mas- 
tery of that stretch of water, but in this he 
never succeeded, and when in 1805 Villeneuve, 
deeply impressed by the inefficiency of his 
ships and especially of the Spaniards, and 
convinced that an overwhelming British 
foree would be united against him in 
the Channel, sailed south for Cadiz the whole 
elaborate scheme was ruined. Napoleon at 
‘once broke up the camp at Boulogne and 
marehed to Germany. It will be seen that 
the dominating factor operating against the 
success of Napoleon's plan was Britain's 
‘command of the seas. If indeed the German 
high command has in mind a similar venture 
mastery of the seas will again prove of con- 
siderable if not decisive importance, but 
things have changed considerably ’ since 
Napoleon was thwarted, and in addition any 
attempt to invade Britain from Holland will 
not be successful unless the invader not only 
commands the seas but the air as well. Ger- 
many certainly has not control of the 
seas, and in all human probability never 
will. Neither has she yet mastery of the air. 
‘That issue has still to be decided, but with- 
out both these things it is unlikely that 
Germany will embark upon any such rash 
undertaking. As a repetition of the diplom- 
‘atic menace of 1801 it may have some weight, 
though, even that will not be impressive so 
Jong as the Allies can maintain present 
superiority at sea, and challenge Germany on 
basis of equality in the air. Unless Ger- 
‘many could at all times maintain reliable 
lines of communication across the North Sea, 
and that at any rate at present would seem 
to be impossible, the chances of such an in- 
vasion of Britain would be slim in the ex- 
treme, for as Napoleon recognized unless the 
communications across the Channel could be 
Kept open by an overwhelmingly powerful 
French fleet the maintenance of French 
armies on British soil would not have been 
possible. 

If may be safely assumed, however, that 
the Reich will refrain from infringing the 
neutrality of Holland and Belgium until the 
last moment. When it happens it will be 
the result of counsels of desperation, for 
while few believe Herr Hitler's assurances 
that the neutrality of these two countries 
will be respected, the effect upon world opin- 
ion of any German attack upon them, is 
something which even Der Fuehrer cannot 
lightly ignore. ‘That it would be possible to 
establish air bases in a conquered Holland 
closer to Britain is undeniable, but in this 
connection it must be remembered that such 
@ step would not be without benefit to Bri- 
tain, bringing centres in Germany, suitable 
targets for the attentions of British’ bombers, 
within a much shorter range. Destruction of 
the neutrality of either of those two coun- 
tries would bring Britain just as close to 
Germany as Germany would be to Britain, 
and the roundabout routes which have at 
Present to be followed by those aireraft 
which carry propaganda to the interior of 
Germany would no longer be necessary. Tt 
is to be assumed, however, that the Nether- 
landers would resist any German attempt on 
their country. It is known that they are 
prepared to flood extensive tracts of the land 
fas part of their defence scheme. Hence the 
suggestion that aeroplanes and war vessels 
would be used in an endeavour to turn the 
Netherlanders’ land defences. The whole 
scheme is.a very grandiose one, even though 
it is merely a belated copy of the French Re- 
public's original plan. It is not suggested 
that it is impossible of being carried out, but 
it is quite apparent that the initial obstacles; 
to a German success in this direction are 
very great. With command of the sea and 

there is no reason why an invasion of 
Great Britain by German armed forees could 
not be attempted with considerable prospect 
of success. But Germany has neither of 
those advantages yet and may reasonably 
bbe expected never to secure them. Were they 
to effect a landing they would find just as 
determined resistance as the British were 
prepared to offer Napoleon, and the difficul- 
ties of maintaining adequate communications 
across the seas would in all probability be 
the deciding factor in the fate of the in- 
vaders. In short, if Herr Hitler can succee 
in carrying out so great a scheme, he will 
have completely outelassed Napoleon and 
that, as Euclid is reported to have stated, 
is absurd. 


AN IMPORTANT WEEK 
Oct. 30. 
‘This week begins a period which may have 
far-reaching effects upon the political situa- 
tion in the Far East, for coincident with the 
resumption of the Anglo-Japanese conversa 
tions over the question of Tientsin is the 
commencement of negotiations between the 
United States, and Japan on the subject of 


























‘a new understanding to replace the treaty 
for trade and navigation between the two 
countries which has been denounced by 
Washington, and which will terminate next 


January. The settlement of the Kulangsu 
dispute leads to the hope that a sitiilar happy 
result will follow the Anglo-Japanese discus- 
sions, for given good will on both sides 
there is no question involved which is not 
capable of adjustment, though it must be 
that type of good will’ which recognizes the 
rights and interests of both parties. Very 
considerable interest will be taken in the 
American-Japanese conversations, for they 
‘are of the most vital importance. ‘Upon them 
depends whether the relations ‘between the 
‘wo countries, which are not particularly 
good at the moment, shall be worsened, or 
whether they can be improved. At ‘the 
moment the two governments are very far 
apart. Mr. Joseph Grew, the United States 
Ambassador to Tokyo, in a tecent speech 
set out the American position in terms which 
permit of no misunderstanding. He told his 
hearers that America understood Japan's aim 
‘of a “new order in Asia” but does not like 
what it appears to stand for. The United 
States he said were vigorously opposed to 
the behaviour of the Japanese authorities in 
China, where he pointed out American lives 
had been lost, and endangered, American 
property destroyed, and damaged, and 
American nationals insulted, and humiliated 
by Japanese activities. In this connection it 
is as well to recall the important statement 
which Prince Konoye, then Japanese Premier, 
made on December 22 of last year. He de- 
clared that Japan did not intend to exercise 
economic monopoly in China, nor demand 
that China should limit the interests of third 
Powers “who will grasp the meaning of a 
new East Asia and will be willing to act 
accordingly.” Between that statement of 
policy and the actual facts of the situation 
‘Washington sees a wide divergence, and it is, 
with the view of bringing about a closer 
proximation of assurances and deeds that 
it has taken the strong line it has. 

It is an unfortunate fact that these negoti 
tions will not open in the best of atmospheres. 
Taking a completely mistaken view of Mr. 
Grew’s speech sections of the Japanese press 
voice strong resentment, and a degree of 
hostility has been engendered, which is un- 
fortunate, Viewed in its proper light Mr. 
Grew's address, without any stretching of 
‘the normal meaning of words, can be 
taken as a demonstration of friendship 
rather than of enmity. It serves to clear the 
ground prior to negotiation by permitting no 
Possibility of the attitude of the United 
States being misunderstood. Their Govern- 
ment has decided to stand up firmly for its 
rights, and interests in the Far East, and it 
has been made quite plain that future rela 
tions between the two countries depend en- 
tirely upon the attitude adopted by the 
‘Japanese Government, and the faithful ex- 
ecution of any promises it might be induced 
to give. It is clear from all that has hap- 
pened during the past two years that the 
‘Japanese Government has done its utmost to 
maintain the best possible relations with the 
United States, but the actions of the Japanese 
authorities in China have been responsible 
for the existing deterioration, and what the 
United States Government will most certain 
ly desire to know is exactly what pressure 
Tokyo can bring to bear upon its officials 
fon the mainland to secure adequate respect 
for American rights, and interests in China. 
‘There lies the real solution of the difficulty. If 
they can be prevailed upon loyally to support 
the pledges which may be given by the Japan- 
ese Government, then it may be possible 
for the two countries to arrive at a new 
agreement to take the place of the denounced 
treaty. If they cannot then the Japanese 
Government faces the possibility of the 
United States taking such action as would 
be rendered possible by the very fact of 
denunciation. A realistic view of the sit 
tion is that it may be completely impossible 
fo revert to the status quo ante July, 1937, 
that something of a new order in Asia may 
have to be recognized. It does not niatter 
by whom that is established, so long as the 
rights and interests of third party neutrals, 
laboriously and honourably acquired receive 
respect and recognition which they are un- 
doubtedly entitled to expect. 

‘This requires no political volte face on 
the part of the Japanese Government. Its 
declared policy is fully understood as admit 
ting the rights of third-party Powers, and 
what it is incumbent upon Tokyo to ensure 
is that that policy shall be carried out. in 
China without further damage to their in- 
terests, and, what is more, compensation for 
the harm that has already been done. Ad- 
miral K. Nomura, the Foreign Minister, in a 
clear cut address before the Cabinet, is re- 
ported to have. expressed the fear that the 
United States would refuse to accept Japan's 
explanation of the new situation which has 
been brought about in the Far East, and de- 
clared that it was doubtful if Japanese de- 
sires would be accepted in view of America's 
strong anti-Japanese feeling. ‘The Govern- 
ment, he continued, would have to prepare 
plans assuring the importation of raw 
materials in the expectation that the treaty 
will expire, and relations between the two 
countries become aggravated. The danger 
of that happening cannot lightly be disre- 
garded. Indeed it is frankly admitted by 
Admiral Nomura, and it is suggested that 
‘there ought to be’ sufficient public support for 
1 policy of moderation in which the acti 
ties of the Japanese officials in China could 
be brought under sufficient control to ensure 























against repetition of those actions of which 
the United States has had occasion so many 
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times to complain. It will be apparent that 
the onus of bringing about a better state of 
affairs clearly rests upon the shoulders of 
Japan, There does not appear as_matters 
stand ‘at present that ‘there is very much 
chance for compromise ; the American at- 
titude is far too straightforward, and just to 
permit of much opportunity for bargaining 
between the negotiators, ‘That point has 
been made plain by Mr, Kosaku Tamura, 
former diplomat and commentator on foreign 
affairs, for he in an article in the “Chugal, 
‘Shogyo Shimpo” claims that tangible action 
by the Japanese Government, backing up its 
assurances to respect the rights of third-party 
Powers in China, is the only way to eliminate 
the “deplorable distrust in which the word 
of the Japanese Government is held in the 
United ‘States and elsewhere.” This week 
a splendid opportunity is being afforded 
Japan to bring about an all round adjust- 
ment of international relations, and upon 
her decisions much may depend. 











A LOOK ROUND 


Oct, 31. 


‘Throughout last week the same state of 
stalemate prevailed on the western front that 
has existed since the commencement of the 
war, and while all sorts of stories are current 
regarding the imminence of a big scale offen- 
sive in that area in the near future, there is 
nothing to show that this development is to be 
expected as quickly as some people appear to 
think, Up to the present there has been 
nothing in the nature of a bombardment in 
‘any way approximating those which heralded 
the opening of offensives in the last war, 
and the artillery duel reported yesterday 
along ninety miles of the western front is 
a small affair compared with the enormous 
efforts which were made prior to any 
major attack twenty-five years ago, when on 
occasion preliminary bombardment lasted for 
days and millions of projectiles were hurled 
against the enemy defences. If, and when 
a real German attack does come’ in the west 
the German command will be faced with a 
somewhat different problem than that which 
they had to meet in Poland, Poland was 
not adequately mechanized, and the sudden 
bombing of the various Polish aerodromes 
Kept many of their machines on the ground, 
but, even if they had been able to go up, 
they would still have been overwhelmingly 
outnumbered. In the West the German 
armies will meet better equipped opponents, 
thoroughly well-mechanized, and with al 
fleets ready, and able to give a very good 
accounting for themselves with the result 
that the Germans will be unable to make a 
general onslaught of all arms with anything 
like the prospects of a similar easy success. 
‘The fact, therefore, that the German bomb- 
ardment’ on Friday was the severest since 
the commencement of hostilities need not 
necessarily mean an immediate German of- 
fensive ; much more will have to be done 
before such becomes possible, Nevertheless 
the massing of German troops behind the 
Siegfried Line should mean that sooner or 
ater battle must be Joined in the west, though 
that is probably not the only scheme which 
the German high command has up its sleeve, 
It is more than likely that it contemplates 
fan all round offensive on a grandiose scale 
in an effort to bring hostilities to an early 
termination, for that is the only way it can 
hope to win. 

From the Allied point of view it is clear 
that the command is quite willing for the 
Germans to assume the initiative, for while 
ordinarily an attitude of more or less passive 
defence is not likely to secure victory, the 
operation of the blockade, eMciently as it is 
being carried out now, makes it more im- 
perative for Germany to seek an carly de- 
cision than it is for Britain and France. 
‘There are plently of indications that Britain 
is to be singled out for special attack. ‘The 
opinion seems to have gained ground amongst 
the German leaders that an attack on Great 
Britain, whether by air, or through an at- 
tempt to invade the British Isles, is Ukely 
to be more productive of results than an 
onslaught upon France. There is also a 
political reason for this opinion proving 
popular. It is apparently still believed that 
it is possible to separate the Allies, and it is 
apparently thought that if a severe blow can 
be dealt to Great Britain, France might be 
more amenable, to peaceful persuasions, 
Alternatively it is thought that if Britain ean 
be sufficiently demoralized she might even 
make a separate peace with Germany, leav- 
ing France to be dealt with afterwards, There 
are in these ideas the survival of the belief 
that the aeroplane is such a marvellous 
Psychological weapon for the demoralization 
Of civilians, and that despite the lessons of 
Spain, and China. ‘That has been proved not 
to be the case, and widespread air attacks 
on Great Britain, severe though they may. 
bbe, are no more likely to break the spirit of 
the British than they did that of Republican 
Spain during the recently-ended civil war. 
Indeed it is more likely to arouse that re- 
sentment which so successfully reinforces the 
will to war. Not that at the moment Britons 
need much reinforcement, as the response to 
the opening of the British army to volunteers 
most clearly demonstrates, and it is indeed 
more than probable that embarkation by 
Germany upon aerial warfare against Britain 























will prove nothing but. a psychological 
boomerang doing more harm to the German 
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‘cause than to the Allies. That will be more 
particularly the case if it is found that points 
‘without military significance are attacked, a 
likelihood because of various of Herr Hitler's 
declarations that such would be left alone. 
‘At sea during last week there were no 
really important developments. ‘The sub- 
‘marine menace it is clear has been put under 
control, but the alleged appearance of two 
German war vessels in the Atlantic and of 
three other vessels apparently equipped as 
‘commerce raiders indicates that’ Germany is 
endeavouring to do with surface vessels what 
she has completely failed to do with her 
undersea boats. It is not expected that these 
five vessels will be troublesome for too long 
‘a time, for the experience of the last war 
‘completely shows that sooner or later they 
will be brought to book, and while they may 
be capable of doing a certain amount of 
damage, that done by surface vessels during 
the last war was a very small fraction of 
that achieved by the submarine. German 
air-raids over the North Sea and Scotland 
are claimed to have clearly demonstrated the 
superiority of British aeroplanes and their 
handling over those of Germany, and the 
casualties inflicted upon the raiders suff- 
ciently proves that superiority, and shows 
that raids in the future may confidently be 
expected to prove expensive. ‘The ratio of 
machines lost to those employed in the at- 
tacks supports the belief that attacks en 
masse upon any of the adequately-protected 
strategic points in the British Isles will be 
such as to present no encouragement for 
‘many repetitions, and there is every satis- 
factory indication that whatever superiority 
in numbers Germany may at one time have 
possessed is already offset by quality both of 
British and French machines, and will be in 
a very short while in numbers as well, Thus 
at what is practically the end of the second 
month of war it may safely be sald that no- 
thing has occurred which should shake the 
Allied faith in ultimate victory. Britain, 
‘and France are better off now than they were 
in the early days of September ; they have 
in every sphere of war sustained infinitely 
Jess damage than they did in the similiar 
period of the last war, and they are not sub- 
Jected to the psychological depressants 
which the unfortunate inhabitants of Ger- 
many have to suffer through the madness of 
their rulers." The outlook is indeed good, and 
while it would be idle to think for’ one 
moment that the Allies will not meet with 
reverses, there is always that last battle to 
be won. That it will be by Britain and 
France is, humanly speaking, certain,

The Western Front

‘allowances for entertainment, but Field-Mar- 
shal Goering hag admitted thai he received the 
fequivalent of £40,000 for entertaining during 
{the German hunting expedition in 1937, British 
statesmen have so many calls upon their 
salaries that it is soldom that they have any 
surplus, yet in Germany Mazi officials live in 
luxury’ which only they in modern Germany 
jean afford. A film recenily released by the 
Nazis themselves showed the home life of Dr. 
Goebbels, the Reich propaganda minister, and 
{the luxury of his surroundings astonished ‘those 
who saw the film and had previously imagined 
that most of the Nazi leaders followed Hitler's 
lexample and lived in an atmosphere of auster- 
ly. Needless to say, the picture of Dr. Goed- 
Dies' home life created a poor impression among 
the German masses, who have had drummed 
into them for years the necessity for sacrifice 
fand abstention from superfluous luxuries, and 
Hwas, therefore, one of the poorest propaganda 
jefforts a vory poor ministry had managed to 
turn out. ‘The film caused people to ask: 
Where did Goobbels get all that money? How 
Jean he efford such a life? Perhaps when the 
{Reich makes its exposures of the corruption of 
British statesmen it will unconsciously supply 
the answer to these questions. For in the last 
two months it has been proved that the Nazis 
fatiribute to others the failings they suifer from 
themselves. 


‘The War and Poetry 


It Is too carly yet to appreciate feelingly or 
correctly the influence of the new European 
hostilities on the ereative sphere of man's in- 
{fellectual attainments such as art and poctry. 
Up to the present, it has been left to the ea 
toonist, with pointed thrust and forceful 
analysis outlined in design wedded to ideas, to 
Portray the war fre from deliberate pro 
pagandism.

Malaria on Increase 


Malaria, a disease once unknown in Shainghai, 
has shown a “well marked inerease” according 
to the report of the Commissioner of Public 
Health for September. In his reference to this 
disease in his monthly report, the Commissioner 
points out there were nearly’ twice the number 
‘of cases reported last month as there were in 
the same month of last year in spite of the con- 
[centration of the efforts of malarial squads on 
anopheline breeding grounds. Continuing, he 
points to an important {actor in the develop 
‘ment of Shanghai as a cause for this increase, 
He states: 

It is probable that the tack of cultivation and 

the Increase of waste land. have encotiraged 
‘mosquito breeding in areas surrounding the treat~ 
‘ed area, factors which can only be eliminated 
jn the course ef ‘time. through the progress of 
reads and the levelling of land which accom 
panies town development. 
[Coincidental with the report of the Com- 
missioner comes the report from Hongkong that 
American aid had been requested to Aight the 
problem of malaria in the south-western pro- 
[vinces of China, especially in Yunnan, Dr. 
Robert E. Brown, advisor to the Chinese 
National Health Administration, has arrived in 
Hongkong with alarming reports of the ravages 
fof malaria among the labourers employed on 
{the ‘Burma-Yunnan Highway. Dr. Brown stated 
that malaria had accounted for a third of the 
labourers employed on the highway and was so 
severe as to threaten to the continued operation 
fof the road, which oceupies s0 important a part 
In China's communications system through the 
western backdoor.” In Shanghai, with the 
efficient health services at the disposal of the 
foreign authorities, it is possible to check and 
control the outbreak once the conditions are 
known, but in other parts of China, where these 
preventive services do not operate so ficient 
ly and s0 extensively, the problem becomes ex- 
‘tremely dificult. ‘Throughout history many 
hhuge labour projects have been wrecked or 
hampered by disease, and not the least signi- 
Reant of these diseases has been malaria, 

















Sunshades Too Low 


The complaint of a correspondent about the 
‘rate conditions in Avenue Haig and Route de 
Say-Zoong might well have been supplemented 
by another complaint about the sunshades used 
by shops in that area particularly, and in many 
Jother areas in Shanghai as well. in most towns 
there ‘are regulations which prohibit shades 
Joutside shop windows from being an incon- 
venience to pedestrians, and it is belioved that 
similar regulations exist here also, ‘The dif- 
erence appears to be that the local regulations 
fare not enforced. As a result a pedestrian of 
Javerage height has constantly to bend himself 
Inearly double to walk under these shades whieh, 
if they are not themselves too low, have hang 
ing from their outer edye flaps of canvas which 
jin some eases are so long that they would in- 
convenience a child. ‘The desire of shop own- 
Jers to prevent their wares from fading under 
the rays of the sun is appreciated, but surely 
there are many ways of achicving this purpose 
without hindering the free tse of the pavement 
outside the shops by prospective purchasers, 
[The Chinese are not a short race, and, there- 
fore, suffer the same inconvenience as foreign= 
fers from his nuisance, and there ean, there- 
fore, be no argument that the lowness of these 
sereens is derived from the stature of the peo= 
ple of this country. It is suggested that’ the 
department concerned, both in the S.M.C. and 
French Municipal Counell, should look Into the 
matter during the winter months, when adjust- 
ments can have the least possible effect upon 
the shop Keepers. It is a thousand pities that 
‘wide and well kept pavements should be -made

Proportion of Losses 

Japanese losses in North China 
during September totalled 462 officers 
‘and men, while the Chinese aban- 
doned 13,882 dead combatants. In 
Central China, Japanese dead num- 
Bored 645, against 26,400 Chinese, 
while in ‘South China’ 70 Japanese 
were killed against 4421 "Chinese 
dead found abandoned, they said. 

On this basis, the experts pointed 
out, the ratio of deaths between Chi- 
nese and Japanese was 30 to one in 
North China, 40 to one in Central 
China and 63 to one in South China, 

Chinese taken prisoner during. 
September numbered 1.702 in North 
China, 3,114 in Central China’ and 
268 in South China, a total of 5,104. 
‘The Chinese had abandoned 47,706 
dead in all three regions during the 
same month, 

















Iany Adverse Influences

THE Anti-British movement culminating in the bombing of the 
premises of the United Church of Canada Mission at Changteh, 


Honan, reads almost like the return of the Boxer days. 


It is cor- 


tainly ‘a most damning commentary on the claim of the Japanese| 
Army that it is able to maintain peace and order in the territory 


that it controls, 


During July and August the agitation proceeded 


on exactly the same lines, as those pursued in the similar agitations| 
against British Missions in Shansi and elsewhere. 


“There were demonstrations in front 
of the Mission, in which Japanese 
‘dressed up as ‘Chinese coolies took 
part; anti-British handbills were dis- 
tributed in the city and anti-British 
posters put up on the walls of the 
Mission compounds ; both the Chris~ 
tian converts and those attending the 
hospitals received threatening letters, 
‘or were oven warned by the Chinese 
police dircet, against having anything 
further to-do with the Mission, 

Later there followed the usual 
police raids and questionings, when 
AIL “the Chinese" employees wore 
Griven off the premises. The at 
tempts of the missionaries to wet the 
Chinese and Japanese authorities to 
give protection to, the Mission were, 
5" usual, completely unavailing, 
the offlials ‘concerned refusing to 
gee them, On one occasion, when 
they were "graciously permitted 
to speak to a Japanese NCO. of the 
gendarmerie, he passed on the com- 
munication from his superior, that the 
gendarmerie would not guarantec 
that the missionaries would be safe 
at night, or even by day, ftom secret 
fets of ‘violence on the’ part of the 
anti+British agitators or from bandits, 

Sinister Mappening 

So far the agitation had followed 
the ‘now familiar lines, but, in Sep- 
tember it took a more’ sinister turn, 
On the nighe of the 12th the main 
fates ‘at both the Chureh and’ the| 
‘Hospital compound were set on fire. 
‘With the help of buckets and the run= 
‘ning water system the missionaries| 
mamiaged to save the goles of the 
Hospital; though those of the Church. 
were burnt down completely. "Later 
enquiries reveated that the fires had 
been started by members of the 
Chinese police, “and that the roads 
Found about had been patrolled by 
police “and Japanese cavalry to 
prevent any of the neighbouring

‘AIL these efforts to force out the 
migslonarles having failed, still more 
Arastie measures wore resorted to, 
‘About midnight on the 16th the mis 
Slonaies were awakened by the 
sound of soveral violent explosions as 
‘of bombs, that seemed to come from 
the direction of the hospital. A eur~ 
sory examination in the dark having 
revealed no signs of damage, it was 
concluded that the bombs must have 
exploded outside the walls, and the 
explosions not being followed up by 
fa raid. of bandits or of a military 
Datrol to Investigate, the missionaries 
Felumed to bed. On a further ex- 
amination next’ morning, together 
With, the Chinese police, the place

Gruesome Posters 

‘At the same time it was found that 
rosters had been pasted up on either 
Side of the front gate with a picture 
‘of a foreigner's head and a large 
Yroad-bladed Chinese sword cutting] 
through the throat and with realistic 
streams of blood in red ine runnin 
Govm it, ‘The posters read in Chi- 
nese! 'Englishmen, within three 
days, if you are nol away from this 
place, there certainly will be danger 
fo your lives!" 

‘As a result of this bomb attack, the 
missionaries once more called on the 
Chinese authorities in an attempt to 
et tiem to give proper protection 
fo the Mission premises. "Tris was| 
gain refused, they handed in an 
omcial letter for the magistrate, 
Slating that as the police could not 
itive them proper protection they had 
decided to leave Changteh, and re~ 
‘quested that proper steps ‘be taleen 
to protect, at least the Mission pro- 
perty, There followed several days 
egotiations on this question, and at 
first the Chinese authorities’ seemed 
Prepared {0 give full guarantees, but 
Pflerwards withdrew their assurances, 
owing (0 the Interference of the anti- 
British agitators. Even while these 
hegotiations were yoing on, and 
although it was known that the mis- 
Slonaries had agreed to withdraw, 
another attack with fire and bombs 
‘was made on the premises. 

‘Workmen SU-Freated 

At 4415 on the morning of the 21st

One Japanese gendarme. in_ mutt 
jand another in uniform stood quietly 
by, making no attempt to suppress 
the rioting, the former merely using 
his knee and arm across the doorway 
to prevent the rioters from actually 
entering the coupé.

‘According to a Japancse army 
report, three men, dressed in Chinese 
clothes, passed in on bicycles late 
Saturday" aflernoon. He thought 
they were tying to escape him, and 
fired “twice, wounding two, after 
which he discovered that they were 
Canadian missionaries. 

"The names of the wounded mis- 
ssionaries are unknown. No version 
‘of the affair from the mission con- 
feerned is yet available. 

‘A few "weeks ago, it will be 
recalled, the Japanese army arrested 
two Canadian missionaries of a 
Hsuchow mission (to which these 
three belong) and held them incom- 
municado for a considerable time— 
Reuter. 





Local Explanation 

Concerning the affair near Hsu- 
Jchowfu on October 28 when two 
[Canadian missionaries were shot by 
a Japanese army sentry, Major 
Nishihara, Snanghai Japanese army 
‘spokesman, stated at yesterday's press 
‘conference, that the sentry saw 
three persons in Chinese clothes riding 
bieyeles. The trio attempted to eross 
‘the Japanese lines about 15 km, 
from’ Hsuchowfu and, according to 
the spokesman, the sentry challenged 
them but they’ fled, 

‘There was some distance between 
them, but the sentry stated that the 
[distance was not so far but that the 
three men turned round and foced 
hhim—indieating that they had heard 
his challenge—before they resumed 
fight, 

‘The sentry opened fire and_ shot 
two of them. ‘The third con‘inued 
riding, tae sontry giving chase, and 
eventually he captured him. 

Later, said the spokesman, it, was 
earned that they were three

Continuing the spokesman added 
that bandits had been active in the 
Jarea and employed bicycles to com- 
Jmunicate among various bodies or as 
Ja means of transportation.

like an island in the sea, ‘The autumn 
crops have been completely destroyed 
Sneluding. the famous cotton erop, 
fon. which the Japanese have built 
‘Such high hopes—and famine condi- 
tions already exist in the southern 
part of the provinee where people 
fre having to eke out their existence 
‘with roots and leaves. 

Hero are some figures for some of 
the districts to the south-west, of 
Paotingfu. taken from a statistical 
survey made by the American Board 
Mission. The distriet of Lehsien was 
Aooded on July 32 by the breaking 
‘of dykes, and about one fitth of the

Mooded on the same date 40 are still 
under water and 8000 persons are 
homeless. 

Inhabitants Starving 

Further south, in the Hslen-hsien 
distriet, according to a report of the 
Catholic Mission there, the inhabit 
nts of 380 villages are starving, and 
to keep them supplied with cereals 
‘of the cheapest kind would mean an 
expenditure of $87,000 a “day. ‘This 
will give some idea of the magnitude 
of the disaster, 

‘As the greater part of the country 
Is still waterlogged, it is, of course, 
impossible to plant the winter wheat, 
so that the unfortunate people ean 
expect no relief even next. spring. 
Moreoever. the drainaxe of the Worth 
China plain is so bad that,” unless 
Quite extraordinary and energetic 
‘measures are taken to drain off the 
flood waters and dredge the mouth 
of the Tientsin river, the land is not 
likely to be free of water before 
ext year's summer rains, ‘That 
‘would mean another erop failure and 
two years’ of famine at the east 

‘So far no general measures. seem 
to have been taken to cope with thi: 

mmense disaster. In the immediate 
vieinity of Tientsin a few  Inundred 
thousand dollars have been allotted 
for food distribution, but this isa 
mere drop in the ocean of misery. In

‘The opening of a new highway 
between Szechuen and Shensi is, 
bringing a remarkable change in the 
economic life of the two provinces, 
‘according to a traveller who has 
just arrived here after a trip on the 
new highway, which stretches ¢rom 
‘Sian to Chengtu, 

‘High, snow-covered passes on the 
Chingling mountain, on the border 
lof Szechuen and Shensi, have blocked 
Jcommunication between Szechuen 
Jand the northwest for 4,000 years. 

‘Shensi is a colton-producing dis- 
trict, and in Szechuen, there is de- 
mand for cotton, but hitherto, there 
has been no means of bringing this 
Produce into Szechuen from its 
neighbouring province, 

Szechuen, therefore, was compelled 
to ship cotton upriver from Hankow, 
over the dangerous Yangtze rapids, 

‘The completion of the new high 
way solves this serious economic 
problem as truck-loads of cotton 
pour ina steady stream along the 
new highway into Szechuen for 
distribution to the west and south- 
west of China, 

Sian has been heavily bombed by 
Japanese aircraft, he said, but th 
‘casualties were small as the popu- 
lace found shelter in caves in the 
hill-sides.

For twenty minutes after 
the bomb fell not a soul was to be 
lscen on the streets or elsewhere, bul 
Jas soon as the fire began to make 
headway soldiers and others appeat- 
led, and soon quite ecient fre-carts 
lappeared, men were commandeered to 
tear down buildings, and the fire was 
Porought under control.

‘The ‘price of the former 
is $18 a picul and of the latter $250 
a picul. ‘The wheat is also very fine, 
so that any farmer eanny enough to 
fake care of his profits in the face 
Jot the prevailing banditry and iaw- 
Hessness, ean look forward to a com= 
Hortable year. 

‘The most pitiful of the city's popu- 
lation is composed of the widows and 
lorphans of rickshaw coolies who left 
ithe city in the spring, most of whom 
‘have never returned, and were pre- 
‘sumably killed in the severe fighting 
laround a neighbouring town at that 
‘time. A. recent survey shows about 
400 “of these unfortunate families, 
living in the direst poverty ; ana 
eal for help for them has been made 
to the International ‘Relief Associa- 
tlon.

In the following article the history of the Fund and its 


splendid work since its inception are recorded. 


Shortly after the outbreak of hoz- 
tilities in China in 1987, many British, 
‘men and women felt tle necessity of 
doing something to relieve the great 
‘suffering of the many refugees. On 
‘August 28, 1937, the Joint Committee 
of the British Chamber of Commerce 
fand ‘the China Association discussed 
this question, and despatched a cable 
to London urging that a fund be 
‘opened in London for the relict of 
the refugees. In September, further 
steps wore taken to push this matter 
and carly in October the starting of 
the Fund was announced, 

Tn London, the China ‘Association, 
(a group of” men with business ine 
erests In China) the British Red 
Cross (which is a body always ready’ 
to bring suecour to the wounded) and 
the Conference of British Missionary 
Societies (a body representing all the 
Protestant Societies of Great Britain) 
decided to form a joint committee. 





In October 1087 the Lord | Mayor 
ave his support to the official launch 
Ing of the appeal for “The Lord 


Mayor's Fund for the Relict of Dis~ 
tress in China.” 

Tt was found that the sympathy 
with the sufferings of the people in 
China was so wide-spread. that In 
various elties and towns local com- 
mittees were formed in assoeiation 
with the Lord Mayor's Fund, most! 
of them under the Chairmanzhip or 
with the active support of the local 
Lord Mayors, Mayors or Provosts, 
and such committees were’ formed in 
Manchester, Liverpool, Birmingham, 
Sheffield, Edinburgh, Glasgow, Hull,

Th London sub-committees for the 
collecting and despatching of clothes| 
fond medical supplies wore set_up.|

“These two questions are a pre- 
requisite for seltl.ng the whole prob- 
lom," Mayor Fu told the “North- 
Chita” Daily News” yesterday. 
“When these demands are accepted 
1 shall be willing to study the finan 
cial side of the matter. “I shall ask 
how much money the Settlement 
authorities have spent on the outside 
roads and the amount of tax money 
collected there." He explained that 
he would consider the “balanee 
sheet” in an effort to settle the finat 
celal question equitably. 


Mayor Wants Car Tax 

Mayor Fu denied the reports that 
he had submitted on the question of 
eollceting “vehicle tax” in’ the west 
ern district. ‘The date for collecting 
the tax was originally fixed 
November 1, and he had postponed 
the date only os a matter of cour- 
tesy. He indicated that the tox 
would be collected two months later.

Ing August, attained epidemic fgures 
atthe beginning of: the month, but 
did not show any signs of becoming 
8 ‘serious epidemic. 

Whether" anti-cholera inoculation 
‘has been partly responsible for the 
‘smaller numbers experienced so far 
this year is dimcult to say, but it 
{is cortain that the lateness’ of the 
‘onset is not the only factor concern- 
‘ed, as the epidemic of 1937 demon- 
straled very clearly. It would seem 
that cholera, when established in 
epidemic form, does definitely follow 
a cycle as pointed out by this De- 
pariment in 1090. and. that. severe 
‘epidemic years are seldom followed 
by another year of heavy incidence. 
Wore it possible to ascertain the 
reasons for this cycle which hag been 
observed previously in other cholera 
‘areas the work of prophylaxis would 
de considerably simplified. As It Is, 
the ‘existence of such a variation 
renders it impossible to state with 
any degree of certainty “how far 
‘measures taken against the disease 
hhave been successful.

‘The highest receipts at the ‘Muni- 
cipal Abattoir in five years were re- 
gistered in September owing to the 
Considerable increase in activities, 
especially in the kill of oxen and 
buffaloes, according to the report of 
the Commissioner of Public Health. 

‘Of special interest as regards the 
meat market and gold storage plant 
was the packing “and freezing of 
27617 Ibs. of pork for export. - The 
two private pig slaughterhouses re- 
corded a kill of 35.187 for the month, 
fan inerease of 3,726 over the pre- 
vious month's ngures. 

‘A considerable decrease was re- 
‘corded in exports of both casings and. 
lard, due to the European situation. 
Only 26 cortifiates were Issued in 
comparison with 60 last month and 
three the corresponding month last 
year. 

Business increased during the 
‘month and prices on the whole were 
more steady. Beef, pork and fresh 
vegetables were adequate with fish 
slightly less in evidence. 'Prosecu- 
ions mainly covered fraud, the pos- 
session of fradulent scales, and ‘the 
sole of unsound foodstuffs’ and col 
drinks. 

‘The average daily mille production 
was 23,075 1b. and cream 254 Tb. Of 
79 ‘samples for chemical analysis, 
two (unlicensed) were found tobe 
below standard.

“China, the Land of Silk” was the 
tille ‘of ‘a most. Interesting ‘lecture 
which was delivered by Dr. Bernard 
E: Read before the Royal Aslatie 
Society at the Wu Lien Teh Hall, 
J20 Museum Road on the evening of 
[October 25. Mr. A. de C, Sowerby 
President, occupied the chair. 

In his opening remarks Dr. Read 
referred to the goddess of silkworms, 
whose Image was to be seen in 
temples covered with a horse 
and’ who. was called 
“The lady. with 
He explained that the name had bee: 
derived from an old Szechuan myth 
of a maiden who had married” 3 
horse and later changed into a silk: 
worm. ic 

‘The earliest silk garments, Dr, Read 
continued, were undoubtedly woven 
from wild silk or tussor sill which 
today came chiefly from Manchuria, 
Shantung and Chihil. ‘This silk’ was 
produced by a worm which fed 
chiefly on various oaks. "Me™ then 
dealt” with ‘worms ‘in. India whieh 
were closely allied to the ‘Chinese 
tussor or tasar worm, which ed 
chiefly on oak. 


Methods Used 

‘The overwhelming proportion of 
Szechuen silk, Dr. Read stated, was 
Produced by a worm fed principally 
‘on white mulberry, while the finest 
silk was made at’ Mangchow, Che- 
Kiang, where a particularly fine 
mulberry was cultivated. He then 
dealt with ‘metiiods of feeding | the 
worms around Kiatingtu where ak 
produced was of w tougher and more 
durable quality, 

Dealing with the silk gut used for 
Ashing lines, Dr. Read quoted an 
‘authority who stated that this war 
the secumulated fbroin seeretion in 
‘the inseet’s body which it was not 
allowed to spin.”

Three Russian Boys 
Go On Spree 


Shanghai, Oct. 24. 
Three Russian boys, whose ages 
range between 10 and 13. years, en. 
Jayed a brief period of unrestricted 
affluence yesterday morning when one 
‘of them discovered the sum of $7,500 
hidden in a bag under the mattress of 
his mother's bed and, with two com 
anions, went off to “paint the tow 
Yesterday afternoon, they were, in the 
custody of the French Police” prob- 
ably not faced with prison bars but 
with thelr fathers waiting impatiently 
and rehearsing the old theme: "This 
4s going to hurt me more than it will 
you. 

Playing around his mother's house 
in Linda Terrace, one of the boys 
discovered the bag containing the 
money in banknotes, Taking the bay, 
hhe went with his two companions to 
a coal yard at the corner of Rue 
Bourgeat and Route des Socurs, 
where they decided to share. the 
‘money. Some Chinese spotted them 
‘and insisted on a part of it but to 
escape them the tires boys stuffed the 
notes in their pockets and started on 
2 large-scale spending spree at some 
of the Nanking Road. emporlums, 
afterwards visiting the Grand, Nan- 
king and Lafayette cinemas flaunting 
their wealth, but it was at the Lata. 
vette where the French Pollee caught 
them, 

It appears that before visiting the 
Lafayette they went to the Race- 
course and, not knowing what to do 
with such a large amount of money, 
they gave $17 to another boy. He 
Informed his father who, in turn, ine 
formed the French Police, 

Of the $7,500 only $5,148 has been 
recovered. "The sum of $4,880 was 
found in the boys’ pockets and $270 
‘was recovered from the Chinese em 
ployees of the coal yard who shared 
in the Toot. ‘The balance vanished 
during their good time.

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Two Murders in Concession 


Law Professor Stabbed, Former Detective Shot ; 
No Political Motives Found in Either Case 


Shanghai, Oct. 29, 


WITHIN thirty minutes of one another, two murders—neither 
‘one of which is believed to have a political background— 
were committed in the French Concession during the noon hour| 


yesterday. 


Li King-piao, formerly a detective with the Greater 


City Government of Shanghai and later connected with the Shang- 


hai Munic 





yal Police, was shot and mortally wounded shortly 


before 12 o'clock, while the other victim was Mr. Wang Fu-en, 
professor of law at the Great China University, the Fu Tan Uni- 


vers 





ty and the Shanghai Law Institute, who was stabbed in the 
abdomen while on his way home from one of the universities.

hoth cases the assassins were able to make good their escape. 


Li was making his usual midday 
stroll and before going to his home 
at 375 Rue Lafayette for timn, he 
was walking along Rue Brenier de 
‘Monmorand. and was about (0 pass 
through the hall of a Chinese phar- 
macy at No, 275 to gain access to an 
alleyway, the street entrance to which 
Was barricaded, when a number of 
shots rang out. ‘He collapsed, mor= 
tally injured with one bullet passing 
through his brain, another hitting him 
in the right kidney and the third 


lodging inthe right shoulder. / 


‘On hearing the shots a number of 
polleemen on duty near the scene 
Pushed to the victim but were too late 
to apprehend the murderer who had 
fabsconded, A vehicle was_comman- 
Geered 10 convey Li to the St. Marie's 
Hosptial for, mobwithstanding | the 
fact that the Bullet had passed throug 
‘nis brain, he was still breathing. He 
‘expired about 30 minutes after being 
‘admitted to the hospital, 

Detectives in charge of the case, 
declined to give any details. It was 
reliably earned, however, that two 
cartridge eases ‘wore found on the 
feene, neither of which enabled bal- 
Tistie experts to Klentity the weapon 
used by the assassin, 


Former Detective 


While offleial information on the 
subject Is lacking, it was learned that 
‘who was 4 years old, had been 

a detective with the City Government 
‘of Greater Shanghai from 1917 to 
1626 when he joined the Shanghai 
‘Municipal Police, although it eould not 
bbe learned in what capacity. At the 
time of his death, Li was unemployed 
and lived with his wife and two 
children at the Rue Lafayette address. 

‘According to Chinese rumours, Li 
had~ lately been engaged by ' the 
“Special Municipality” of Greater 
‘Shanghai, as an adviser. Persons who 
knew hith, ho. told the “North- 
China Dally News" last night that this 
Was improbable because neither his 
abilities nor his generat knowledge 
fof any one subject were suMetent for 
Kim to perform the duties of an 
adviser, 

‘There are a number of theories 
roffarding the motive of the murder, 
hnone of which could. be confirmed, 
According to one source, Li had been 
‘engaged either in the opium trade, a 
Gambling establishment or the Hwa 
Hivei lottery and, provided this is 
Correct, it was considered possi 
‘hat a quarrel with a competitor may 
hove ended in the murder. It is 
believed that the French Police would 
nueke a detailed statement regarding 

\e shooting as soon as investigations 
‘will have been concluded. 

‘Meanwhile, ‘Chinese quarters last 
ight stated that Li was known as a 
tbad character and that he had been 
involved in rather doubtful business 
deals ever since he left the services 
of the police. 


No Political Background 

Complete mystery also surrounds 
the motives for the murder of Mr, 
Wang,. who was well known as 9 
professor of international law and 
who, as for as could be learned, 
had" never in any way been con:

Abbot Yuan Ying, president of the 
Association of Chinese Buddhists who 
was kidnapped by plain-clothes men 
fn October 19 from a temple at 50 
D Edinburgh Road and whisked away 
In a motor ear toan unknown destina- 
ion is reported to have been escorted 
to Nanking where he may be asked 
to manage the affairs of a Sino- 
Japanese Buddhist Organization. 
Chinese reports indicate that after 
the kidnapping it gradually became 
known that the well-known Buddhist 
leader had been sent to a military 
headquarters in Kiangwan. Many 
persons are said to have made futile 
efforts to “rescue” him. ‘Three days 
ago, the reports state, he was sent to 
Nanking. 
- The motive behind the kidnapping, 
the reports assert, is to ask Abbot 
‘Yuan Ying to head a Sino-Japanese 
Buddhist organization in Nanking. It 
is pointed out that before the ikid- 
napping the Japanese had repeatedly. 
sent men to negotiate with Abbot 
‘Yuan Ying asking him to take up the 
post but he refused to comply with 
the request.

One robber suspect. wounded in 
the breast by a police bullet, was 
arrested last night as a result of an 
exchange of shots between five or six 
gunmen and the officers in Amherst 
‘Avenue within the Bubbling Well 
district.

A Question of Brokerage 


fo the Editor of the 
formu-Cuiwa Day News” 
‘Sm—As I understand it, according 
the present regulation of the 
Shanghai Fire Insurance Association, 
fon the pain of penalty, the insurer 
must receive from the’ insured the 
exact net insurance premium 2s: 
shown in the premium receipt. no 
further discount or rebate being al- 
Towed. Out of the net premium so 
received, the insurer then pays 10 
the relaiive broker a commission of 
20 per cent. or even 30 per cent. 

‘Teonsider such commission exces- 
sive. It is often out of all proportion 
{o the supposed service performed by 
the broker. It paves the way to un 
dethand and dishonest practices, th 
‘enterprising broker. in order to com: 
pete for business, frequent 
giving away a part of his commission 
fs seeret rebate to the insured, the 
Association ruling notwithstanding, 

Tam connected with a local rm 
whose annual insurance amounts to, 
1US$700,000 and which pays annually 
‘a net premium of some’ US§2,000, The 
firm's policy is to disregard all 
brokers and to entrust all its exten- 
sive business to the one insurance 
company, which it considers as the 
‘most reliable, 

‘Supposing the usual broker's com- 
mission to be 20 per cent. out of the 
aid by the above 
nee company will 



























if one such broker exists—of USS400. 
equivalent today to about Shanghai 
$5,000, ‘The question is, how this 
sum of $5,000 should be disposed of, 

‘The path of least resistance is for 
the insurance company to ereate, 
without the knowledge and approv 
of the insured, one or several im= 
aginary brokers to whom it then dis 
{tributes the above sum of $5,000, these 
imaginary brokers being probably 
‘men in the company’s stai who had 
previously something to do in obtain= 
Ing the above firm's business. But 
the business being now directly en- 
trusted by the firm to the insurance 
company, the broker's role is not a 
real, but'an imaginary. one, ‘To kee 
‘on payinx comfortable commission 10 
such imaginary broker or brokers is 
‘unfair and unreasonable. 


Had there been no Association 
ruling, ‘the most reasonable way 
would be to refund this amount of 
'$5.000 to the firm in the form of re- 

ie. In making this refund, the in= 
irance company loses nothing, | for 

refund Is not an extra payment. 
but merely a substitute for the usual 
commission. The firm is its ow 
broker and is therefore entitled 10 
the same broker's commission. 

I venture to suggest that the Fire 
Insurance Association meet 10 re 
consider its present regulation, with 

‘of protecting the best interest 
fof the insured. If under such cases 
the insurance company must keel 
the commission and will make no re 























facilitate the settlement of any future

Li v. Chisholm: 


A Report Expanded 


To the Editor of the 
“Norri-Cixa “Dany News" 

‘Sun—Regarding the report of the 
action in HBM. Supreme Court— 
Peter Li v: J. § Chisholm—1 would 
ask you to be good enough to sup- 
plement the notes upon that case 
‘with the following 

‘Counsel for the defendant having 
licited from the witness thatthe 
Tease given to the defendant on 
‘August 12. 1936, had. becn cancelled 
by plaintif’s notice to the defendant 
fon June 26, counsel for the plaintiff 
‘asked for judgment on the "ground 
that the endorsement on the Writ 
claimed ejectment under that cancel- 
Ted Tease 

His Lordship then asked counsel 
for defendant: what he had to say 
thereto, who in reply said that whe- 
ther the lease had been cancelled oF 
not the action was properly 
brought under that lease as 
the defendant was holding over 
under that’ lease by which - he 
hhad entered into possession. That 
the position was an “impossible one 
inasmuch as if the plaintitt claimed 
that the lease had been cancelled by 
the letter of June 26 the defendant 
would set up that he had obtained a 
declaration from the Chinese Court 
that the  plaintif’ could not cancel 
the lease. ‘That the plainti” now 
brought action as though the Tease 
hhad not been cancelled and was met 
with the defence that the lease had 
Been cancelled on June 26, ‘That he 
would: bring evidence by a Chinese 
egal practitioner to prove the Judi- 
‘ment in the Chinese Court, 

‘His Lordship then held that if that 
were proved the defendant would be 
estopped from elaiming that the 
lainti’ had eancelled the lease on 
June 26. Counsel for defendant said 
that estoppel would have to be plead- 
ed. His Lordship said that there 
were no pleadings in this case and 
that he was entitled {0 try a case 
without pleadings. That he would 
not permit the defendant to assert a 
defence in this Court that the lease 
hhad been cancelled on June 26, if he 
had gone to the Chinese Court and 
obtained a declaration that the lease 
‘was not cancelled, 

‘Mr. MeNeill submitted that the 
witness for plainti had said the lease 
‘was cancelled. His Lordship said he 
would not accept that position, for 
the point as to whether the lease had 
been eancelled or not was a point of 
law. 

His Lordship said he did not see 
why matters had taken such a course 
fund he referred counsel to Article 
483 of the Chinese Civil Code read- 
ing: “If the lease is made for a de- 
finite period and if it is agreed that 
‘one of the parties may terminate the 














advance according 10 provisions of 
Paragraph 3 of Article 450." That 
paragraph 3 of Article 450 stipulated 
that to terminate a lease notice must 


be given in advance according to 
custom and if rent is payable fort- 
nightly oF monthly "termination is 
‘effective only at the end of the fort- 
night or month and notice must be 
given at least a fortnight or month 
in advanee. 

‘Mr. MeNelll for defendant said it 
was ‘possible that the judgment in 
the Chinese Court was an error. 

As it was approaching noon His 
Lordship adjourned the case but said 
he would Teave it to the parties to 
fix a date for the next hearing in 
the Registry. That the witness for 
plaintiff had stated that if Mr. Chis- 
holm paid the rent required he was 
thoroughly acceptable as a tenant, 
‘That Counsel for defendant stated 
that he was ready to pay an 
inereased rent. That it would. there- 
fore, appear that the point at vari- 
anes involved but a small sum of 
‘money and that he, His Lordship, 
would be very pleased if both par- 
ties could adjust their difference and 
so avoid the necessity of a further 
hearing, 

“The importance of the case lies in 
the dictum of the Judge of HBM. 
Supreme Court that to leases’ lex 
situs applied.

A former detective-sergeant of the 
Shanghai Municipal Police, attached 
to Central Poliee Station, Patrick J. 
Kelly, appeared as. petitioner before 
the Court of Consuls yesterday atter- 
‘hoon jin an action against the Shang- 
hai Municipal Couneil. Kelly elaim- 
ced that he had been wrongfully dis- 
missed from the foree and he asked 
that the Counell: should pay him a 
stim of about £500 which, he stated. 
‘was the amount standing to his eredit, 
Inthe superannuation fund. 

He had been wrongfully deprived 
of this sum and also of $3,546 whieh 
represented six’ months’ pay, he ale 
lexed. 

‘The petitioner further claimed that 
the Cottnell should pay his, his wife's 
and his ehjldven's ‘second-class. pase 
sage money to England, court fees 
‘and $500, Mr. Clarence E. Gauss, U.S. 
Constl-General, presided andthe was 
supported by Sir Herbert Phillips 
WM, Consul-General, and Mr. Y. 
‘Miura, Japanese Consul-General, 

Kelly was represented by Mr. H. A. 
Rocks of Messrs. Ellis & Hays, while 
Mr. RT. Bryan Jun, Municipal

E, A. Long, Secretary of the Court 
‘of Consuls, was also present, 

Before calling on Kelly to give

Kelly was then sworn and Mr.

Petitioner told the court that he 
was born in Carlisle, England, and 
that he had been engaged by the 
Shanghai Municipal Police in London 
fon October 3, 1029.

hhad been asked if he hae paid

diary. After the questioning he left 
the room and half an hour tater he 
was informed that he had been sus- 
pended from duty, nis drawers were 
searched and he ‘was told to hand 
‘over his pistol and warrant card.

‘Time to Fil In Diary 
In practice, Kelly told the Court, 
the instructions at the front of the 
book were not carried out. There 
would be no time to fill in the diary. 
Many detectives made out the diary 
in the same manner as he did. On 
the day in questioning he had had a 
olsoning and a larceny case and 
had visited many places which he 
hhad not entered in’ the diary. ‘The 
inspector-inecharge of the C.D. 
at central had ticked off the entries 
Petitioner denied that he was trying 
to conceal his visit to Taku Road as 
hhe'had entered it in’ the motor car 
diary. On that day he had visited 
three’ places in connection with a 
poisoning ease and others. 

He explained that the frst crime 
dinry was a document prepared by 
the detectives in the foree for the 
Municipal Advocate with a view to 
rosecution when an arrest was made.

‘In answer to this request for assur- 
ances, stated Mr. Jones, the plaintiff 
Addressed a letter to the architects on 
May 23 requesting that an additional 
sum of $8,113.60. to cover the in- 
‘creased cost of material, be adjusted 
ft once and that the extra cost for 
material required during the re- 
mainder of the work be adjusted 
later The plaintiff, according to Mr. 
Jones, said ‘that he was prepared to 
‘carry’ on the work provided a cer 
fieate was granted. 

‘Mr. “Jones contended that when 
plaintift had completed the construc 
tion of the foundation on May 20 he 
had no sand or granite chips on the 
site with which to start pouring con- 
rete for the upright columns. Mr

‘Washington, Oct. 24. 


\HE first serious German-American incident since the outbreak 

of the European war was reported by the Federal Maritime 
Commission last night after receiving authentic reports that 
German cruiser had captured the American liner City of Flint. The

known in Washington, but reports from Europe said the ship had 
been taken to a Russian port. On the basis of these reports, it 
was assumed the City of Flint, which participated in the rescue of

clares the bankruptcy of his own 
policy. 

‘The “Manchester Guardian,” in a 
leader on the same subject, says. the 
French can safely be left to answer 
parts of the speech which concern 
them, but points out that France had 
a pact of ‘mutual assistance with, 
Poland tong before the National Gov- 
‘ernment was in power in Britain. 

‘That pact was valid until the end, 
the journal adds, and was twice 
renewed by the French and Polish 
Governments.

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HEROES OF THE AIR 
By Suavian 7 


What a change has been wrought in 
methods of air fighting in the twenty-one 
years that have followed the signing of the 
‘Armistice in November, 1918. Gone is that 
‘glamour, that individuality, which air Oght- 
fers of those days possessed. The day of 
‘aces, or so it appears, has passed. No longer 
do we read of the exploits of the “Dawn 
Patrol,” the lone adventures of daring air- 
‘men or the wonderful feats performed by 
those early fighters in the “crates” they 
flew, as they blazed away at one another, 
in the early days at any rate, with pistols 
from their tiny cockpits. Today aerial war- 
fare has lost its individuality. There is no 
glamour in the mass flights of bombers. War 
in the air has introduced a fear born 
of the development of aviation. The-aero- 
plane of today knows no bounds. No longer 
is war confined to the battlefield. Gone, for 
all times, is that romantic halo which 
surrounded the air aces of 1914-1918. 

In those early days of aviation there was 
no ruthless war as we know it today. There 
‘wore no massed flights of bombers to destroy 
non-combatants and their homes. Aerial 
warfare contained a glamour that wilk never 
return. ‘Then the individual was in the 
spotlight—men such as Major “Mick” Man- 
nock, v.c., Britain's and, indeed, the world's 
supreme air Oghter of those days, Capt. Al- 
bert Ball, v.c., Baron Menfred von Richtho- 
fen, Germany's famous air ace, Eddie Rieken~ 
backer, the American, the “Mad Major,” 
whose ‘daring exploits ‘over the British and 
German trenches in France and Flanders are 
still talked about by old soldiers, the French 
‘fighters, Guynemer, Fonek, Madon and Nun- 
gesser,' and many others whose names 
are inseribed on Rolls of Honour throughout 
the world today. British youth over France 
and Flanders during the last war was 
Supreme. ‘Today British youth is as ten- 
acious and as courageous as those who 
fought during 1914-1918. Recent Royal Air 
Force raids over Germany have proved this. 

‘One of the most glamorous gures of the 
World War was undoubtedly the "Mad 
Major” whose amazing exploits were dis- 
cussed by men of all -ranks. This almost 
legendary figure made his frst appearance in 
1915 and soon became popular among the 
‘Tommies, who were never tired of relating 
stories about the deeds of the airman who 
struck terror into the hearts of the Germans 
in the trenches. Many attempts have been 
made to establish the Identity of the “Mad 
Major." Most of these attempts were wrong. 
‘This “Scarlet Pimpernel” of the air is still 
serving in the Royal Air Foree today in the 
person of Air Commodore (he was then Cap- 
tain) A.A.B. Thompson, We may hear of his 
famous exploits once more, 

It was he, in a Maurice Farman machine, 
who, frequently flying over the trenches at 
tow ‘height, and with a total disrogard of 
around fire, harried those German troops and 
aeroplanes ‘who ventured to approach the 
front, Frequently at dawn, he would leave 
on a’ death-dealing mission, returning often 
with many bullet holes in his eraft but never 
boasting of his own achievements. One of 
his famous exploits occurred when he chased 
‘4 German Albatross plane over the front, 
‘and, armed with his pistol forced the enemy 
machine to the ground, contemptuously 
ignoring the heavy anti-aircraft and rifle fire. 
His plane was riddled with bullets. He was 
the original ground strafer (a pilot fying 
low and firing at the troops) and developed 
8 technique in warfare that later played an 
important part in the final victory. 

In his recent book, “An Air Fighter's Serap 
Book,” Squadron Leader Ira Jones tells a 
classic tale of Capt. Gordon Bell, a fine 
pilot and a humorist of renown who made 
hig name by daring exploits in the Great 
War, Of somewhat dandy appearance, en- 
hanced by a monocle, he discovered humour 
in the humdrum things of life and improved 
his tales in the telling by an attractive stam- 
‘mer, which was as famous as his flying. On 
‘one ‘occasion in France he had a forced des- 
ent which landed him upside down in a 
twee. ‘The first person to reach the scene 
was a phlegmatic staff officer who fatuously 
asked “Have you crashed?” Capt, Bell, the 
inevitable monocle tightly screwed in his eye 
and struggling to get out of the aeroplane 
head first, haughtily replied “No, you-you 
da-da-da-damned fool. I-I al-way$ land like 
thethis, 

Capt. Albert Ball, v.c., of Nottingham, was 
the first British pilot to make a business of 
shooting down German machines from a 
single seater aeroplane. He was twenty 
years of age when he met his death pursuing 
German machines over the enemy lines. 
Ball was a lone patroller. He gained the 
majority of his forty-two victories by lone 
adventures in the midst.of enemy machines. 
He would patrol the sky until he spotted a 
formation of German planes and then fly into 
good position to attack. Diving to the 
attack, he would fire a burst at the forma- 
tion in the hope—and it was often realized— 
that one of the enemy planes would lose its 
station, its pilot suffering from an attack of 
nerves, Like a shot from a gun Ball would 
be down on the German, tackling the enemy 
































at such close range that the rest of the forma- 
tion would not dare reply with their own 
guns. There was joy throughout the Royal 
Flying Corps one day when his marvellous 
feat of attacking twelve cnemy bombers and 
shooting down three became known. He 
dived straight into the middle of the enemy 
formation and had three of his rivals tumb- 
ling to earth in flames before he had ex- 
pended all his ammunition, 

In Major “Mick” Mannock, v.c., the British 
possessed the supreme air fighter of all 
nation. Mannock was the finest air tactician 
‘and patrol leader, and the most ruthless fight~ 
er of the Great War. His career in the Air Ser- 
vice was one long record of success which is 
remarkable because he had only one service- 
able eye. In fact he joined the Air Force 
through ‘subterfuge, having memorized the 
eye test card so thoroughly that he was’ 
able to give correct answers to all questions 
when examined by an Army doctor. Man- 
nock’s view was that individual attacks were 
not the most effective way of obtaining com- 
plete mastery of the air. He decided that the 
best way of dealing with the elusive German 
patrols, and destroying them, was by attack 
with formations, to wipe them out complete- 
ly if possible. He gained more victories than 
any other man although the official figure is 
given only as seventy-three, making him the 
leading official British ace. "How many other 
Germans he shot down, allowing the credit 
to go to others, it is not possible to say, but 
the figure is not small. It is the view of 
‘many Great War airmen that he was respon- 
sible for the shooting down of over 100 Ger- 


man planes. 7 


His end, like that of many other great aces, 
is wrapped in mystery. At dawn on 
July 26 he ordered out his machine with 
that of an embryo pilot, Lieut. Inglis. Mr. J. 
Phillips, now a motor mechanic in England, 
who was Mannock’s personal mechanic, re- 
lates that on this morning Mannock shook 
hands with him before getting into the cock- 
pit and after taking off circled round the 
hangar and waved before leaving for the 
lines. ‘These things he had never previously 
done. Whether he had a premonition of his 
death is a question which will never be an- 
‘swered, Lieut. Inglis, a New Zealander, had 
yet to shoot down his first German, At dawn 
‘on July 26, 1918, he took Inglis over the 
ines. “A German two-seater was scen, at- 
tacked and shot down in flames—Inglis had 
been blooded. To make certain the German 
was not to live they followed it to the ground. 
‘Then for home they started flying a few feet 
from the ground. The Germans in the 
trenches fired madly. A flame appeared, 
spurting madly from Mannock’s machine, an 
SE. Its nose dropped. It plunged to earth 
a burning mass. Victor and vanquished lay 
a few hundred yards apart. The Ace of 
‘Aces was dead. 


‘There were brave men, too, on the Ger. 
man side. ‘This country’s greatest air fighter, 
according to experts of the Great War, was 
not Richthofen or Immelmann, but Werner 
Voss, a Jew. He had no national burial like 
Richthofen. All that is mortal of Voss now 
remains in the soil of France. He was an 
individualist to the core and, time after time, 
he attacked, single handed,’ British forma- 
tions, fighting with a supernatural courage 
like a man inspired. Of his forty-nine victor- 
les before he fell the victim of a former 
Eton boy, Rhys-David, no fewer than forty- 
eight were scored against Britons. Richtho- 
fen is the German hero but, unlike Voss, who 
would fight anybody anywhere, the Baron 
carefully picked out his victims and having 
succeeded would fly back to his aerodrome. 
Of the same calibre as Voss was Capt. Oswald 
Boeleke with forty victories to his credit. 
Here was a man who did not pick and choose 
but was ever ready to give or pick up a 
challenge with any Allied airman. 

George Guynemer was the supreme French 
air fighter. He shot down fifty-three enemy 
planes before his own mysterious end at the 
aye of twenty-two. As a type of fighter he 
had much in common with the late Capt. 
Ball. ‘The young Frenchman liked to set out 
on his own in scarch of the enemy and he 
was never happier than when he spotted a 
formation. There was no such thing as 
estimating risk. Tt was said of Guynemer 
that he would have attacked the whole Ger- 
‘man air force single-handed and there is no 
doubt that he would had he met it in the 
air. On eight occasions he was shot down 
but never seriously hurt. One of his great- 
est feats was to force down a German with- 
out firing a single shot. Guynemer would 
have fired but his gun went out of action. 
According to German sources Guynemer was 
shot down with a bullet in the brain. No 
trace has ever been found of his grave. 

Such was the exceptional qualities of air 
fighters during the Great War. Warfare today, 
especially in the air, is vastly different from 
those days when individuality was the key- 
note of attack. In spirit, however, those men 
still live today in the’ Royal Air Force, 
youngest of Britain's three services. Mem- 
bers of this Service are just as. willing 
to give their all for 
the youngsters who fought bravely over 
France and Flanders. Today, however, 
they have an added incentive to give

A COUNTRY DIARY 


Welhaiwel, Oct. 6—Now that my trees have 
jgot four years growth I notice that more and 
more birds come to my garden, and a pair of 
Magpies have apparently adopted me: they: 
‘seem {0 like my’ tall Chinese chimneys and 
settle upon them every day, chattering to one 
another for half an hour at'a time.....presum= 
ably about the high cost of living, if they are 
‘anything like my human friends. ‘They usually 
lcome when I am shaving at my bathroom 
‘window, a time when T often see as much in 
five minutes as 1 would during an hour's walle 
in the country. Yesterday I saw a dark bird 
flying low across the lawn and thought, quite 
idly, that it was a darke specimen of the blue 
rock dove which often mixes with the tame 
Mocks....but T should at least hgve had the 
Jsense to realize that mo pigeon ever flew in just 
‘that manner. Overhead the Magpies chattered 
Jaway unseen ...when, suddenly, two black and 
Jwhite shapes ‘came hurtling past the window 
in pursuit of the slate-blue bird....and then it 
Jwas that I caught sight of ils buff underparts 
Jand realized that I had been visited by Falco 
‘columbarius insion's, the flerce little Merlin of 
North China. The only excuse I can make for 
my mistake lies in the name of the bird itself, 
for if the ornithologists called it columbarius, 
my hasty judgement was not too far out when 
T mistook it for a Rock Dove. Tt was a grand 
sight to see the Magpies chase it out of the 
[garden and the whole rapid scene left me with 
two thoughts: (a) it would seem that my tile 
sanctuary may repeat the history of Shanghai 
where Magpies are my familiar friends (though 
they are comparatively rare here) and (b) a 
silent prayer of gratitude to the inventor of the 
safety razor who had seen me seatheless through. 
all this exeitement. 

Weihaiwel, Oct. &—1 have always felt that 
‘the Chinese farmer lacks anything in the nature 
‘of an acsthetic sense; he is a materialist, pure
